1. The Chinese Communists maintain radio stations in South China not only for 

military and administrative purposes, but also to facilitate the business 
transactions of certain Chinese Communistic controlled business enterprises* 
Among the latter organizations are the Ta Chung Hang ( iL ^-J), the 
Tai Using Hang fpi ^ ), and the Hui Chien Hang ( & ), all of 

which are in Huiyanghsien (116-26, 23-05) . The profits from these firms 
are reported to be used for political and military purposes. 

2. These radio stations include powerful transmitters of Japanese or American 
manufacture. They are generally situated in the mountains at some distance 
from the villages.
